TRADE IN CANADA. 

Bank Clearincs— Business Quiet and Un- 
changed-Business Failures of 
the Week. 

New York, Feb. 7 — Bradstreet's to- 
morrow will say: At Toronto jobbers re- 
port that general trade is quiet ana un- 
changed and that the increased number of 
failures and the renewals of mercantile 
indebtedness had an unsettling effect. Tho 
same is reported from Montreal, but. Hali- 
fax trade is better owing to an improve- 
ment in the weather and in the condition 
of the roads throughout Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick, A snow blockade in New- 
foundland has checked the distri- 
bution of merchandise in all lines. The 
number of business failures reported from 
Canada during the week is IK), 
as compared with (>.'! a week ago, 51 in the 
same week a year ago, 5(1 two years ago, 45 
three years ago and 08 four years ago. The 
bank clearings for the Dominion of Canada 
for the »vcek were: Montreal $10,300,400, 
decrease 2.8 percent.: Toronto $8,714,918, 
increase 10.0 per cent.; Halifax $1,270,990, 
increase 3.2 percent. ;. Winnipeg $1,000,228, 
increase 40.0 per cent. ; Hamilton $098,030, 
increase '2.K percent. ; total, $22,019, L78; in- 
crease over last, week 12. 'J per cent., and of 
17 percent, as compared with 1894.

London, Feb. 7.— The despatch of the 
secretary of state for the colonies, Rt. Hon . 
Joseph Chamberlain, of Feb. 4, to the 
governor of Cape Colony, Sir Hercules 
Robinson, was gazetted this evening. 
It roviows the history of events in the 
Transvaal since 1801, and points out 
that the mining interests, the mainstay 
of tho country, are mainly in the hands 
of the Uitlanders, who are debarred by 
legislation from the rights of citizen- 
ship, and states that the whole 
direction of affairs, and the right of tax- 
ation remain a monopoly in the hands 
of a decreasing minority of the popula- 
tion engaged in agriculture, whilst the 
majority, who raised the revenue from 
£75,000 to £2,000,000, are denied any 
voice in the government of the Transvaal 
and are unable to obtain redress for the 
formidable grievances hampering and 
thus injuring them incessantly. 

Mr. Chamberlain emphasizes the pa- 
cific and above-board character of the 
Uitlanders' agitation and recalls that 
the Uitlanders' petitions were rejected 
by tlie Volkflraad amid scorn and laugh- 
ter, one member of that body challeng- 
ing the Uithfnders to take up arms and 
fight. The massing of the Bechuana- 
land police at. Mafekiug did not cause 
anxiety as it was understood to be mere- 
ly a rendezvous previous to disbanding. 
When it was suggested on December 29 
that the Chartered Company's police 
might intervene at Johannesburg it ap- 
peared increditable, but Mr. Chamber- 
lain wired a warning to Governor Sir 
Hercules Robinson instructing him to 
warn Mr. Cecil Rhodes, the Premier of 
Cape Colony, of the consequence. Un- 
fortunately, Dr. Jameson had already 
entered the Transvaal. 

Tlie document then reviews the sub- 
sequent events until Governor Robin- 
son returned to Cape Town, mentioning 
that President Kruger refused Governor 
Robinson's definite assurances that re- 
forms would be granted the Uitlanders, 
owing to the suspicion that there was a 
widespread conspiracy to overthrow the 
constitution, which Mr. Chamberlain did 
not regard as an adequate reason. Jle 
then r proceeds to state the position 
of Great Britain and her claims towards 
the Transvaal, already substantially 
published. The despatch next deals at 
length with the grievances of the Rami, 
and expresses Mr. Chamberlain's belief 
that the difficulty of the naturalization 
and franchise could be met by granting 
the franchise after five years' residence 
and the removal of the objectionable 
features of the oath of allegiance. 

Mr. Chamberlain then suggests the 
consideration of the other grievances : 
taxation, education and monopolies, and 
especially the exclusion of Uitlanders 
from the police, and proposes that the 
Rand be accorded modified local auto- 
nomy, including control of its own taxa- 
tion subject to the payment to the gov- 
ernment of an annual sliding tribute 
based on the fluctuations of the 
mining industry, such legislation 
to be subject to the vote 
of the president and executive. Mr. 
Chamberlain further suggests that the 
Rand be also given a superior law court, 
and that the Randers be not entitled to a 
voice in the Volksraad executive or in 
the President's election, thus relieving 
the.burghers of their haunting fear that 
new comers would utilize the fran- 
chise to upset their form of government. 

As the settlement involves so many j 
details which are more easily settled by j 
a personal conference, Mr. Chamberlain I 
suggests to President Kruger that, if it 
is convenient and agreeable to him, he 
should come to England. 

A Times despatch from Pretoria ex- 
presses fear that the prisoners liberated 
on bail will not be allowed to proceed to 
Johannesburg. 

" It is most important," says the dis- 
patch, " from both a business and a 
political point that these men should be 
permitted to return to their occupa- 
tions," A draft of the press law was 
issued to-day compelling signature to 
all personal and political articles pub- 
lished, placing heavy restrictions and 
penalties upon the press, and empower- 
ing the President to exclude foreign 
publications from the country. 

The Times says: "While the trials 
in Pretoria are pending and until after 
the trial of Dr. Jameson and his officers, 
no public statement can be made on the 
Transvaal incidents." 

Pretoria, Transvaal, Feb. 7.— The 
trial of the members of the reform com- 
mittee, which began yesterday, was con- 
tinued to-day. Jacobus Demeillon testi- 
fied that the republican flag was hoisted 
on the gold field offices on December 28, 
and men were enlisted. Col. Rhodes, 
brother of Cecil Rhodes, told him that the 
Uitlanders had brought the country to 
its prosperous condition, and it was hard 
for them to be governed by the stupid 
Boers. Col. Rhodes told him further 
that they had asked Dr. Jameson to 
come to Johannesburg to preserve the 
peace and to protect them. 

John Keith, an American, employed 
by the Celdonhiiis Company, upon being 
examined, said that he was induced to 
join the George Washington corps under 
pretext of protecting life and property 
and of supporting the Transvaal flag. 
"Wo were told that our corps 
would be the first to inarch to 
Pretoria to fight the Boers. I 
thereupon cleared off, as 1 was born un- 
der a republican flag myself. We tore 
thecolors off our arms anil were all plac- 
ed under arrest in the chamberof mines, 
where they ill-treated me and tried to 
frighten me by thrusting a gun before 
me, They thought me an Englishman, 
but I am a free-born American citizen." 



" What was the strength of the corps?" 
he was asked. " About a hundred, very 
few Americans." "What did you do?" 
pursued the examiner? " We did skir- 
mish drill on the Wanderers' ground, 
but had no arms." " Who drilled you?" 
— " Capt. Carlen." " Did you come in 
contact with the reform committee?" 
" No." Jerome Sharp was then placed 
upon the stand and was asked: "Were 
you the lieutenant of the American 
corps?" He replied, " No, I only know 
of its existence through the news- 
papers."

London, Feb. 7. — All of the news- 
papers this afternoon comment upon the 
resolutions of loyalty introduced by Mr. 
McNeil, which were adopted by the 
Canadian House of Commons on Wed- 
nesday. The papers pay a tribute to 
the patriotism displayed by the mem- 
bers of both political parties, 

The St. James Gazette says: " Such 
an expression of loyalty to the Mother 
Country is extremely grateful to us at 
the present juncture." 

The Globe trusts that the people of 
the United States will not consider the 
resolution as framed in a spirit un- 
friendly to them, and adds " the time is 
auspicious for a closer relationship be- 
tween every section of the Anglo-Saxon 
race. If the United States is the 
Greater Britain, that should not be, and 
is not, a source of jealousy on our part. 
We should not forget that we are all 
members of one family."

Ottawa, Feb. 7.— The remedial bill 
will, it is expected, carry in the House 
of Commons by a majority ranging be- 
tween 20 and 30.

The government's 
majority in a full house is 44. PcssiblySO 
or 31 Conservatives will vote against tho 
second reading, but from 20 to 25 Quebec 
Liberals and 5 Ontario Liberals will vote 
for it, which will almost counterbalance 
the defections on the ministerial side. 

Lieut. -Col. Peters has been granted 
the substantive rank of Lieut. -Col. from 
the date of his appointment as D.A.G. 

The budget debate was continued by 
Sir C. H. Tupper, Mr. Paterson, Mr.

I POLICY TO PRESENT 



Sir Charles Tupper Declares the 
Cape Breton Election Was 
Mere Child's Play. 



London, Feb. 7. — Itwas semi-officially 
announced this evening that there is 
good reason to believe that Venezuela is 
prepared to enter into a friendly discus- 
sion with Great Britain of the subject 
of the Uruan arrests, and the incidents 
connected with them. 

The London Athletic Club has aban- 
doned for the present the idea of issu- 
ing a challenge to meet a team from the 
New York Athletic Club in this city 
during 1800. 

Baron de Courcel, the French ambas- 
sador at London, writing to a member of 
the French Institute welcomes the efforts 
to establish a permanent court of arbi- 
tration, but expresses the fear that tire 
nations are not prepared to accept an 
authority thus constituted. He thinks 
that the more rational course would be 
to form a special tribunal for each case 
with due regard to tho nature of the 
dispute, rather than proceed by fixed 
laws, deficient fn elasticity. 

The East Anglia Times states that 
Lord Dunraven has decided to abandon 
yacht racing in the larger classes. 

The Field contains an article on the re- 
port of the Dunraven committee, m 
which it admits the impartiality of the 
committee's report from tlie evi- 
dence adduced, but thinks the 
strongest term which ought to 
be applied 'to Lord Dunraven's 
charges is " Not proven." " Certainly," 
the Field continues, "the general con- 
clusion from a perusal of the evidence is 
that the case was not made out and this 
was impossible after such a lapse of 
time. The one mistake that Lord Dun- 
raven made was in not making his pro- 
test in writing." 

Replying to a question, the German 
Minister for Foreign Affairs to-day said 
he was prepared to give full explanations 
regarding the Transvaal, and in answer 
to Herr Richter, Baron Marschall von 
Bieberstein announced that he accepted 
the responsibility for Em peror William's 
despatch to President Kruger congratu- 
lating the latter upon having suppressed 
the invaders of the territory of the South 
African Republic. 

Before the budget committee of the 
German Reichstag to-day Baron Mars- 
chall von Bieberstein, minister for for- 
eign affairs, stated that the question of 
a considerable addition to the German 
navy had for a long time been under 
consideration, and that when delibera- 
tions were concluded the result would 
be communicated to the members. 



Canadians All Loyal to the Core, 
No Matter Their Party 
Connections. 



Halifax, Feb. 7. — (Special) — The 
banquet to Sir Charles Tupper last night, 
was largely attended. Sir Charles spoke 
for two hours, and although suffering 
from hoarseness made a vigorous ad- 
dresB. He said it was with the greatest 
reluctance that he had re-entered Domin- 
ion politics. The relations between Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell and himself had 
always been and were now of a most 
pleasant character. The battle in Cape 
Breton was merely child's play. The 
Liberals had flooded the country with 
able and brilliant men, but they 
had no policy to present. He 
took exception to a motto which 
formed part of the decorations ; it was 
" Not looking to Washington." Jle did 
not approve of the motto because he be- 
lieved that the people of Canada, with- 
out regard to party, were loyal to the 
core. When a note of England's danger 
was sounded, the entire Liberal press 
showed that all were ready to do and 
die for England. Whatever party was 
in power, England would find Canada 
standing at her back. Sir Charles left 
to-day for Ottawa. 

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

The Dauphin Recount— Campbell Determined 
to Upset the Election-Killed 
by a Horse. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 7.— fSpecial)— At Wa- 
wanosa, Norman, the 11-year-old son of 
Robert Parks, was instantly killed by a 
kick from a horse last night. Mr. Parks 
is at present visiting in Woodstock, Out. 

The Dauphin election recount is pro- 
ceeding at Portage la Prairie. Campbell 
sayH he will protest the election if the re- 
count goes against him.

CURRENCY REFORM. 

British Government Preparing Measures for 
Relief of Agriculture— Inlluence of the 
Gold and Silver Issues. 

London, Feb. 7. — Replying to-day to- 
a deputation representing the agricul- 
tural interests, tire first lord of the 
treasury, Mr. A.J, Balfour, informed his 
visitors that the government was pre- 
paring various measures for the relief of 
! the agricultural classes. Mr. Balfour also 
| stated that it was his personal

the currency, and expressed his per- 
I sonal belief that the reduced prices were 
largely due to the artificial appreciation 
of gold which followed the denionetiza- 
1 tion of silver and, secondly, to the arti- 
ficial advantage given to producers 
I in silver-using countries over 
the producers of the gold-using 
' countries. Continuing, Mr. "Balfour 
said that the obstacles to reform did not 
come from abroad ; they were to be 
found at home. Therefore it was de- 
sirable to impress on the powerful inter- 
est opposing it how much the national 
and individual prosperity was bound up 
in currency reform.

Fnnoral of a Coal Miner Interestitiir 
News From tbe Mainland 
Gold Fields, 



(Special to the Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 
Vancouver, Feb. 7.— Theodore Wil- 
son, brother of Jnmes Wilson, superin- 
tendent of the O.P.B. Telegraph Co., 
arrived to-day from Winnipeg. The 
brothers Wilson met for the first time 
in twentv years. They were formally 
introduced at the Vancouver station, 
each having grown out of the recollec- 
tion of the other. 

G. F. Monckton lectured on minerals 
last night. Each declaration of a scien- 
tific fact was followed by a test of the 
actual mineral in sight of the audience. 
Perhaps the most satisfactory 
test of the evening was for 
mercury. Cinnabar was ground to 
a powder and twice its weight 
of carbonate of soda mixed with it, the 
whole being put into the bowl of a com- 
mon clay mpe, the bowl of the pipe 
being sealed with clay. The pipe was 
then thrust into a furnace, the end of 
the stem being placed in water. When 
the pipe became hot the mercury bub- 
bled out of the stem in fts native state, a 
bead forming at the bottom of the tub 
containing the water. This is a common 
field test. Mr. A. J. Colquhoun made 
the tests for copper, lead, bismuth, zinc 
and nickel.

Westminster, Feb. 7. — The stock for 
the Langley Co-operative Dairy Associa- 
tion has been nearly all subscribed, and 
the organization almost completed.

NEARLY KIGHT. 

President 'Little, of the Boston & 
Maine railway, in an address before the 
Beacon Society, at hotel Vendome, Bos- 
ton, on a recent evening, sized the 
Canadians up pretty accurately wnen he 
stated that few Americans know any- 
thing of the real social and present con- 
ditions of Canada, which he referred to 
as ' that great nation north of us,' and 
further that Canadians were loyal to 
their country, and did not want annexa- 
tion. ' if we ever come to war with 
Great Britain,' said he, 'Canada to a 
man will be with the mother country. 
Now, we are accustomed to speak as if 
other nations are interlopers on this con- 
tinent, yet the great nation of Canada 
has 500,000 more square miles of terri- 
tory than we have. Her people have as 
high a spirit and as grand intents and 
purposes. There is no sentiment worth 
apeaking about in favor of annexation in 
Canada. Not a single man there to-day 
can be elected to the meanest office on 
an annexation platform. There is no 
annexation spirit in Canada. The 0,000,- 
000 Canadians, composed largely of 
English, Scotch and the better class of 
Irish, have a peculiar sense of loyalty to 
their government that we know not in 
this country. We hear talk that would 
lead us to suppose that we could take a 
little summer excursion and capture 
Canada, but 1 tell you that it would he 
as hard to conquer the people of Canada 
as it-would those of the United States. 
Such talk' as we have heard lately about 
taking Canada reminds me of what we 
heard in '01 about conquering the Con- 
federacy in three months." The speaker 
went on fo state that as a nation Canada 
is more directly governed by the people 
than were his own people, although the 
army and navy are directly under the 
command of the Queen. — N. Y. Paper.

In the course of his budget speech the 
Hon. 0. E. Foster, finance minister of 
Canada, thus described the promising con- 
dition of affairs. He said: I think lam 
justified in saying that the trying period of 
1800-95 has passed. The returns of the last 
six months of the current year show an 
increase in imports of two anil a half mil- 
lions, and of exports an increase of half a 
million dollars, making a betterment of 
three and a half millions in that period. 
The increase of revenue amounts to one 
and a half million of dollars, and the sav- 
ings of the country in 1805 as compared 
with ISM show an increase of ten and a half 
million dollars. He did not think he 
could better enforce his view of the 
betterment that trade had undergone 
in this country than by reading from 
the annual report of the president 
of the Toronto Board of Trade, which stat- 
ed that "the year 1895 had been one of quiet 
recovery from the depression of 1893 and 
18!M. The restoration of trade had not 
been quick, but it had been gradual. Raw 
materials, which had fallen during 1891 to 
the lowest point known for many years, had 
risen considerably, The bank returns also 
indicated that the country was slowly but 
surely recovering from the depression that 
had overshadowed the commercial inter- 
ests for the last few years. What was want- 
ed now," the report concluded, "was con- 
fidence in the future of the country, a be- 
lief in its resources, and a determination to 
develop every legitimate industry to the 
fullest possible extent.'' 

We have come through this period of de- 
pression, continued .Mr. Foster, with the 
trade nine and a half million dollars greater 
than that with which we entered upon it, 
the exports beimr seventeen millions larger 
than in 1890-91. We have come through 
with an increase of debt of sixteen million 
dollars and a deficit of one and a half mil- 
lions net, while at the same time we have 
given a customs reduction on the article of 
raw sugar alone of nearly nineteen mil- 
lions. Our savings in that period have in- 
creased from 4221,000,000 to $267,000,000, 
namely, by $46,000,000. or 21 per cent., a 
noted and encouraging increase. Wo have 
come through that period as few other 
countries in the world have come, with 
increased railway traffic. The operated 
mileage has increased by 2,700 miles, the 
passengers carried by 1,110,000, the freight 
carried by three-quarters of a million tons, 
while the earnings (a notable fact) in 1894-5 
were equal to what they were in 1S90-1. We 
have come through with increased shipping 
returns. The tonnage of vessels coming in 
and going out of our ports, not including 
coasting Vessels, has increased in that 
period by 010,000 tons, and the tonnage in 
and out of coasting vessels has increased 
by 2,700,000 tons. We have come through, 
sir, with our industries well maintained, 
with employment very general, and with 
an almost total lack of what might he call- 
ed want ami poverty in this country front 
one end to the other. 

Let m> take, sir, one of the most patent 
proofs that our industries have been main- 
tained, namely, the importing of raw ma- 
terials, which 'form the basis of the work of 
our industries. In 1890 wool was imported 
to the amount of 8,905,261 pounds, in IS!).") a 
slight decrease, the import being 7,750,050 
pounds. Cotton was imported to the ex- 
tent of 3li,6o5.1S7 pounds in 18!K), and that 
had increased to 56,924,286 pounds in 1895. 
Of hides $1,712,000 worth were imported In 
1890, and $1,950,530 worth in 1»). : >. uutta 
perch a and rubber $r>:Si;,i)Sli worth in MM), 
and $739,916 worth in 1805. Hemp, $774,- 
587 in 1890, and $622,396 in 1895. Lumber. 
$S!)7,!K).'t worth in 1890, which, by the way, 
is foreign lumber used in the making of 
furniture and cabinet work, and line work 
of all kinds, and which increased to $1,485,- 
711 worth in 1 895. Haw sugar imports have 
risen from 162,500,000 pounds m 1890, to 
345,500.000 pounds in 1895. So that, as fur 
as the argument from the imports from raw 
material goes, my contention is justified 
that the industries of this country have 
been well maintained. Not only have the 
industries been well maintained, but there 
is another indication of progress, namely, 
the exports of manufactured articles. 

The time has gone by when people can 
point the finger of scorn at our exports of 
manufactures. It is true they are still com- 
paratively small, but they are increasing. 
While in 18'.»0 we exported $5,741,184 in 
manufactures, in 1805 we exported $7,768,- 
875, showing an increase of 30 per cent. 
That is the second argument which goes to 
Shew that our industries have been well 
maintained. But We Can point also to the 
new industriesjwhioh have been establish- 
ed. Look at Hamilton, with its works for 
the smelting of iron and steel, on which 
$400,000 has recently been expended, where 
they have a capacity for working 200 tons 
of ore a day, and are now using Canadian 
ore manned with Canadian labor. (Ap- 
plause.) In British Columbia, too, 
there has been a decided advance in 
mining work, and the prospects are that in 
the not far distance that province will be- 
c line a hive of industry, so far as the work- 
ing of minerals ami metals is Ct,rcerned. 
The pig iron industry is progressing. Dur-

that during these live years a great deal of 
new territory has been opened up in the 
West, so that a country ot which the pro- 
duction a few veins ago was inconsiderable 
yielded this yeai> from 80,(XX),0(X) to 85,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat. This is but a fore- 
runner of the increase which will follow. 
Other reasons have contributed to help the 
fanner- Better methods have been intro- 
duced, and the Dominion, as well as th 
provinces, has assisted the farmer by estali 
ling experimental farms and supplying 
Information as to the results of expert 
ments, and the most remunerative class 
of products. The exports show that min- 
ing has increased. In 181)0 our export 
metals readied $4,§53,0O0, and in 1895 they 
were $0,083,000, an increase of 43 per cent. 
Commerce |,as been on a hotter basis. The 
failures have been reduced from $18,000,000 
to H5, 800,000 in the period named, while 
thoaveriigeof failures during the period 
was $16,700,000, 'as against $22,000,000 in the 
period hum 1871 till 1878. The banking 
and financial institutions of the country 
have been sound and steady and strong, so 
much so as to be a matter of remark in 
other countries, where the banking institn 
ti< >iis and currency system of Canada have 
been noted for their strength and sound- 
ness during a period of great depression. It 
may be said also that the credit of Canada 
is to-day stronger in the London market 
than in 1800. 

The liberal-Conservative party, con- 
tinued Mr. Foster, from 1880 to the "present 
time, has been sedulously careful of the in- 
terests of the people, and has upon the 
whole remitted an amount of taxation 
which cannot be claimed by any other ad- 
ministration, certainly in" this country, 
ami 1 doubt if it can be, in proportion to 
its population, in any country in the 
world. He proceeded to establish this po- 
sition by figures. The remission of duties 
in 1882 had saved the people $13,454,000 on 
tea alone, $(j77,000 on coffee, and $1,480,000 
on tin: or a total of $15,018,000. (Applause.) 
The tax on bill stamps, struck off in IMS,'!, 
had saved postage $2,-118.000, and on 
newspapers $!Mi),000, a total of $. , i.:'>07,000, 
all of which hail gone directly into 
the pockets of the ~ people. The 
mission of the duty of 50 cents 
anthracite coal in 1887 had relieved 
the people from taxation to the amount of 
$1(1,044,355. In 1800 there was a reduction 
of ten per cent . on window glass, and fif- 
teen per cent, on molasses, which meant 
$521,755 saved to the people since that date. 
The remission in the sugar duties in 1891 
took off $19,851,091, and in 1801 there was a 
general reduction all along the line, which 
was estimated to have relieved the people 
of this country of taxation to the amount 
of $1,500,000. Adding all these together, 
the people of this country have been re- 
lieved ot taxation to the amount of $10,- 
003. 5i!o. (Conservative cheers and Oppo- 
sition laughter.) The insincerity of lion, 
gentlemen opposite, said Mr. Foster, who 
profess such a great desire to take away the 
burdens of Hie people, is shown to-day by 
the laugh and the sneer with which "they 
greet the statement that we have takeii 
$46,000,000 of taxation from the people of 
this country. ( Renewed < >pposition laugh- 
ter. Cheers, and counter-cheering.) 

Havingagain referred to the fact that the 
per capita rate of customs taxation was 
$3.95 in l87."i and only in 1805, Mr. 

Foster took up the question of the free list. 
In 1874 $47,000,000 of free goods came into 
Canada, but under the Liberal administra- 
tion the amount fell to $23,000,000 in 1870. 
From 1880 to 1805 there has been an in- 
crease of $26,500,000 on the free list. In 
1879 only 30 per cent, of the imports for 
home consumption were free; in 1895, 42 
per cent, were tree. (Applause.) Hon. 
gentlemen opposite had said that the re- 
ductions of the tariff in 1801 amounted to 
next to nothing.

cultural interests of the country also show 
a gradual, steady and healthy advance. 
This is partly due" to the fact that the home 
market lias been increased. The additions 
to the urban population from 1890 to 1895 
have increased the best market the Cana- 
dian farmer has for all his products, and 
especially for those of a perishable nature. 

But if the home market has developed, so 
also has the foreign market, !'.s our exports 
prove. The exports of agricultural and 
animal products in 1890 represented :f.')7,- 
000,0'H), and in 1S05 thev were $50,000,000, an 
Increase of $13,000,000, or 35 per cent. It 
may be of interest to note the increase in 
several of the leading articles. Of cheese 
we exported in 1800 to the value of .f 9, 
212, and in 1805 $14,253,002. Of bacon in 
1800 the exports were $607(495, and in 1805 
$3,540,107. Of hams we exported in 181K3 
$23,000, and in 1805 $200,000. In the same 
period the exports of apples increased from 
$997,000 to ^2,071,000. Wheat and Hour 
from $010,000 to $<i,250,0OO. Of horses 
we exported in 1800 $1,930,000, and 
$1,313,000 in 1805, and it may 
he added that, considering the wonderful 
drop in prices, this is a very good showing, 
and the fact that the decrease is not much 
greater is due to the fact that we are ship- 
ping a better class of animals to (heat 
Britain. During the period named our ex- 
ports of sheep increased from $1,274,000 to 
$1,024,000, and our exports of cattle from 
$0,009,000 to $7,120,000. In these various 
branches of industry our foreign trade in 
1800 was $2:;,0OO.iXX), whereas in 1805 it was 
$36,300,000. Xot only has the. farmers' mar- 
ket at. home and abroad been increased, but 
we have saved to him the market in this 
country, which was formerly exploited by 
the fanners of the United States. 

Under the National Policy reasonable 
protection is given to agriculture. For in- 
stance, in 1S89-<X) the Americans sold here 
bacon, ham, beef, mutton, pork and lard to 
the extent of 33,000,000 pounds. • During; 
1894-5 thair sales to Canada were 0,000,000 
pounds. Moreover, it must be remembered 



r. Foster, by way of reply, read a long 
list of tariff reductions in 1894, extending 
over the whole range of imports. The rate 
on many articles was considerably reduced, 
and others were transferred to the free list. 
The list occupied several minutes in read- 
ing, and Would occupy too much space to 
be given in this report. Mr. Foster contin- 
ued: These figures show that in spite. of 
all that is said to the contrary, there was 
an important and significant reduction. 
Hon. gentlemen must take into account 
this fact, that this reduction in taril! was 
made at a time when such a reduction was 
accompanied by the greatest difficulties. It 
was at a time when prices were lowering in 
the United states, Belgium, and in every 
great manufacturing country and when hard 
times made it necessary for manufacturers 
to sell if they could get cash, even if tiioy 
sold at cost, or less than cost. It was in 
this period of depression and slaughter 
prices that we undertook the revision o( 
the tariff, ami 1 say that, taking all 
these things into consideration, a remark- 
able and straight cut was made in the tar- 
ill'. The consumers of this country got for 
all the years that have passed since a very 
great advantage in the remission of taxa- 
tion and the consequent cheapness of goods 
that has taken place, (('beers.) From 
1878, when the people of this country by a 
large majority gave their verdict" for a 
change in the fiscal policy of the country, 
the Liberal-Conservative party and the 
Liberal-Conservative policy have domin- 
ated in Canada, and have held the admin- 
istration of its affairs, On the record of 
those seventeen years the Conservative 
party rest.

THE BUDGET. 

The Budget Speech tliis year is us in- 
terestiii",' as a financial statement can 
well be made, and it is most instructive. 
The Finance Minister is both ingenious 
and logical, tie makes his statement 
this year after a long period of depres- 
sion from which every civilized country 
in the world has suffered. During such 
a period the Dominion of Canada must 
have been injured to some extent. So 
close and so intimate are the relations 
between nations in these days that 
none of them can suiier com- 
mercially to any great extent 
without other nations being more or 
less similarly affected. The financial 
storm, according to the most reliable ob- 
servers, having spent its strength, Air, 
Foster considered that it would be well 
to overhaul our little ship of state to see 
what damage she has sustained, and to 
consider what repairs are required to 
put her in good sailing trim again. The 
result of his examination is more satis- 
factory than could be expected and the 
prospect for the immediate future more 
tiheering. 

He finds that the expenditure during 
the year that ended on June 30, 1895, 
exceeded the revenue. This the 
indications last year warned him to ex- 
pect, but the actual damage did not 
quite come up to his estimate of what it 
might be. The expenditure was $38,132,- 
000, and the revenue was $S3, ( J7S,12i). 
There was consequently a deficit of 
$4,153,878, but as $2,002,000 of this sum 
hud been paid into the sinking fund the 
real deficiency was therefore only $2,- 
157,000. This was somewhere about 
$350,000 less than the Finance Minister 
had calculated upon. The revenue was 
thus short last year some two million 
dollars. This our readers will con- 
clude was not a very bad showing for a 
particularly lean year, and one, too, of a 
-succession of lean years. 

Then it must be kept in mind that the 
Government had during the hard times 
lowered the taxes very considerably. If 
the Finance Minister had not lessen- 
ed the duty on sugar materially he 
would not have had a deficit at all. 
There would, indeed, have been a small 
surplus. The remission of the duties on 
sugar alone lor the two years amounted 
to $5,477,000. This sum covers the 
deficits of last year ami the year 
before and leaves a small surplus 
to the good. No reasonable person will, 
we think, find fault with the Govern- 
ment for lowering the taxes during the 
hard times. 

When the Finance Minister came to 
make a review of the buniness of the 
country, he found that it had advanced 
in spite of the depression. The trade of 
the Dominion was nine and a half mil- 
lions greater than at the beginning of the 
hard times,' and the exports exceeded 
those of 1891 by seventeen millions. 
The savings of the people had increased 
from $221,000,000 to $207,000,000— an in- 
crease of $4C>,000,000,or21percent. This, 
it must be admitted by the croakers 
themselves, was not so bad for it period 
in which they had been lamenting the 
decadenc-! of trade in the most dolorous 
way, and declaring, in season and out 
of season, that the country was going to 
the dogs. During the hard times the 
railways had increased their business. 
" The operated mileage had increased 
by 2,700 miles, the passengers carried 
by 1,100,000, the freight carried by three- 
quarters of a million of tons, while the 
earnings (a notable fact) in 1894-5 were 
equal to what they were in 1800-1." The 
shipping of the Dominion hud increas- 
ed both sea-going and coast-wise. 
The manufacturing \ industries of 
the country had not been 



stationary or anything like it. A 
greater quantity of raw material had 
been imported in 1894-5 than in the 
year in which the depression had set in. 
And the export of manufactured goods 
within the period had increased as much 
as thirty per cent. These and other 
facts adduced by the Finance Minister 
prove that the good ship "Canada" has 
not Buffered material damage from the 
financial storms to which she, in com- 
mon with other ships of state, was ex- 
posed. It is not surprising that her im- 
munity from serious damage has 
been a matter of congratulation 
at home, and the subject of 
wondering remark by interested spec- 
tators abroad. What the President of 
the Toronto Board of Trade said the other 
day was perfectly true, viz., that Can- 
ada was last year recovering from a 
period of prolonged depression. 

Has this period of depression had the 
effect of increasing the burdens of the 
people of this Dominion? The Finance 
Minister answers the question in a way 
that, we think, will surprise and cheer 
many Canadians who were disposed, 
from the blue-ruin predictions and 
statements of Grit financiers, to 
take a gloomy view of the future. 
The increase of the public debt 
from 1890 to 1895 had been 
$15,544,880, and during the same period 
$16,992,30] had been spent on the Inter- 
colonial and Canadian Pacific railways 
and the canals. Taking into considera- 
tion the increase of population, the 
burden of the national debt was lighter 
last year than it was seven years ago. 
The amount of interest on the public 
debt per head was in 1887-88 $1.90; in 
1894-95 the interest on the public debt 
was $1.83 per head, being seven cents a 
head less. This shows that Canada has 
not, been running, as the enemies of the 
Government assert, recklessly into debt. 
The remission of duties on sugar 
alone amounts to more than the addition 
that has been made to the public debt 
since 1888. That remission amounted to 
$19,000,000. 

The very best judges of the financial 
state of Canada are the moneyed men of 
Great Britain. They have means of 
testing the financial soundness of a coun- 
try unknown to outsiders, and the fact 
that Canada's credit stands higher in 
Great Britain now than it ever did be- 
fore (and this in spite of the representa- 
tions intended to damage it of unpatri- 
otic Canadians) is the best possible 
answer to howling financiers of the Cart- 
wright school. 

TA XA TION REM I TTEJ). 

The following extract from an article 
in the Montreal Gazette of the 1st inst. 
is the best answer that could be given to 
the accusation that successive Conserva- 
tive Governments have gone on adding 
tax upon tax until they are more than 
the people can bear: 

Mr. Foster, in the course of his budget 
speech, dealtsomewhat severely with the 
often repeated Opposition assertion that 
the Conservative Government is piling 
up the taxes on the Canadian people. 
As a matter of fact, there have been 
under the Conservative Government 
many and large reductions of taxation, 
and they have been on articles oi the 
widest consumption. Mr. Foster 
enumerated some of them. They, with 
the amount of taxation they represent, 
have been as follows : 

Tea, duty abolished $13,454,000 

Coffee, duty abolished G77.O0O 

Tin, duty abolished 1,488,000 

Bill stamps abolished 2,418,000 

Newspaper postage abolished 049,000 
Anthracite coal, duty abolished . 0,044,000 

Sugar, duty reduced '9,850,000 

Window glass and molasses, duty 

reduced 020,000 

General reduction at time of tariff 

revision 1,500.000 

The total of these is nearly $17,000,000. 
The reductions were not all made at 
once. As the revenue grew more 
rapidly than the expenditure, remis- 
sions of customs taxation were made 
from time to time. The total is seen. 
It is said, of course, that the reductions 
have been more than made up for by the 
original National Policy impositions. 
How much there is in this each man 
can calculate for himself. He will be a 
heavy consumer of imported merchan- 
dise whose share of customs taxation 
would exceed the reduction implied by 
the complete removal of the duty on tea 
and coffee, and coal and tinware, and 
the reductions on sugar and window 
glass and molasses. The existing tariff 
makes free, or next to free, the great 
staples of domestic consumption. 



COMING TO THEIR .SENSES. 

The people of the United States have 
cooled off very considerably on the ques- 
tion of the Monroe Doctrine, and are in a 
position to listen to reason. And there 
are Americans of whose Americanism 
there cannot be the slightest doubt who 
are prepared to talk to them reasonal: 
The San Francisco Argonaut on topics 
that are purely American is never luke- 
warm. It is, it will have to be admit 
ted, somewhat addicted to spread-eagle 
ism. It is, too, a staunch upholder of 
the Monroe Doctrine. Yet, notwith- 
standing its i.itense and outspoken 
nationalism, this is what the Argonaut 
says about the extension of the Monroe 
Doctrine advocated by Senator Davis 

This extension of President Monroe's 
words commits the United States wholly 
and irrevocably to the protection of the 
South American nations under all cir- 
cumstances. What a time to introduce 
such a resolution ! Venezuela is quarrel- 
ling with Great Britain over a boundary 
line; we have taken up her quarrel. 
She has broken off diplomatic relations 
with Great Britain. She is quarrelling 
with France, Germany and Belgium over 
money they claim she owes them; she 
has broken off diplomatic relations with 
them; they will endeavor to collect 
their debt. Are we to take up 
these other quarrels of Venezuela, 
too? Brazil has a dispute with 



France over a boundary; are we to take 
up that quarrel too? Brazil has a dis- 
pute with Italy over a question of in- 
demnity, said" to be due for wrongs to 
Italian 'subjects ; Brazil refuses to pay; 
are we to take Up that question too? 
And if, according to Senator Davis of 
Minnesota, Senator Call of Florida, Sen- 
ator Lodge of Massachusetts, Repre- 
sentative Hepburn of Iowa and similar 
warlike persons, we are to take up these 
quarrels of South American nations, 
shall we "lick" Great Britain, Ger- 
many, France, Italy and Belgium all at 
once"? Or shall we " lick " them singly? 

In either event let us point out to 
these warriors that us yet we have 
nothing to "lick" them with. Our 
little navy of fifty-one modern vessels is 
an excellent one, and it is officered by 
brave and patriotic men. But Great 
Britain has six times as many effective 
vessels as we have. If wo are going to 
" lick all creation " we must have some- 
thing to do it with. Wo would advise 
these windy warriors to stop defying the 
universe and get down to business. 

This is plain, sensible talk, and the 
jingoes as they read it must see what 
precious fools they have been making of 
themselves ; and those who have listen- 
ed eagerly to the jingoes and approved 
of what they said must feel ashamed 
when they consider how easily they 
were duped by a pack of shallow 
and, most likely, insincere braggarts. 
It is evident from this and from other 
utterances of the American press that 
there is plenty ot good common sense in 
the United States if congressional ora- 
tors and able editors would only give it 
a chance to get in its work. 

a shrewd "distinction. 

The Toronto Telegram is opposed to 
remedial legislation in toto. It says, 
however : 

Between Sir Mackenzie Bowell's pro- 
posed legislation and Wilfred Launer's 
proposed commission there is just the 
difference between an enemy at the 
door and an enemy a mile away. 

Delay may enable the country to 
dodge the enemy at a distance, but it 
must fight the enemy at the gate. Re- 
medial legislation is the more dangerous 
foe, but in grappling with that enemy 
the country need not think that the sug- 
gested commission stamps the Liberal 
leader as any friend to the principle of 
provincial rights. 

The commission idea is either the de- 
vice of an artful dodger or the design of 
a French-Canadian zealot anxious to 
serve his compatriots and co-religionists 
more effectually than they could be 
served by remedial legislation. 

If the suggestion is a dodge the coun- 
try is against it. Canada expects a 
statesman aspiring to l>e Premier of this 
Dominion to be something more than a 
dodger. If the suggestion he a deep tie- 
sign, it must be opposed.

Yesterday's proceedings in the Mun- 
zenmayer case were very brief and in 
themselves unimportant. The prisoner 
was arraigned before the Chief Justice, 
and Chief Sheppard explaining that 
witnesses were on their way here from 
California, applied for a continuation for 
eight days, which was immediately 
granted. Before Munzenmayer was re- 
moved from the court room His Lord- 
ship took occasion to inform him that 
his friends should bear it in mind that 
they could certainly do him no good, 
ami might possibly injure his interests, 
if they atlopted the course which one 
gentleman had taken — of writing letters 
to the bench. At the same time he 
placed in Chief Sheppard's hands a com- 
munication from San Francisco which 
had come into his hands addressed to 
" the presiding judge of the High court 
at Victoria." The correspondent in 
this case signed his name and address, 
John Steiglit/., room 2, Montgomery 
block, by which it appears that he is a 
practising attorney of California. A 
person in such a position would natural- 
ly be expected to know better than to 
attempt to influence a British Columbia 
court of law by writing to the presid- 
ing judge, and he might also he expect- 
ed to know considerably more law than 
this correspondent gives evidence of 
possessing. His letter is an odd com- 
bination of appeal, statement and argu- 
ment on Munzenmayer's behalf — an ap- 
peal for "right and justice" and the 
liberation of the prisoner, a statement 
to the effect that mercenary motives 
alone prompt the prosecution, and an 
argument that as there *' is no extradi- 
tion treaty between Great Britain and 
Canada he cannot be legally detained." 
Chief Sheppard will probably place this 
unique document in the bands of Depu- 
ty Sheriff A. W. White, who reached 
Portland yesterday on his way herewith 
the necessary witnesses, ami who is ex- 
pected to airive this morning by the 
City of Kingston. What action he will 
take in the premises remains to be de- 
cided by the California authorities. 

That the Alameda county police are, 
as Menzeiunayer's friends have as- 
serted, desirous of delaying, if not 
abandoning, the prosecution is not by 
any means borne out by the following 
letter which Chief Sheppard received on 
Thursday. It is from Sir. L. S. Church, 
Chief Deputy District Attorney, bears 
date of the 3rd inst., and reads as fol- 
lows : 

" In the case of the people of this 
State vs. Albert Munzenmayer, extradi- 
tion papers have been prepared in ac- 
cordance with the extradition treaty be- 
tween our government and Great Bri- 
tain, and have been forwarded by the 
Governor of this state to the Secretary 
of State of the United States govern- 
ment with a request from the Governor 
of this state to the Secretary of State for 
the issuance of a requisition for the Bur- 
render and delivery up by the authori- 
ties of your government of Albert 
for the crime of 
assault with a deadly weapon, 
with intent to kill and murder 
one John R. Perkins. P. is necessary, 
as you know, for these requisition papers 
to go to Washington before a requisition 
can be issued. These papers will reach 
the Secretary of State at. Washing- 
ton about the 5th of this month, and if 
immediate action, which is urged by 
our governor, is taken by the depart- 
ment of state, the requisition will he 
issued and forwarded to the agent of this 
state selected to receive the said Albert. 
Munzenmayer from the authorities of 
your government on or before the 11th 
or li'th day of February . I presume the 
department of state of the federal gov- 
ernment will communicate with the 
authorities of your government with 
reference to the matter of detaining 
Munzenmayer in custody until our agent 
reaches Victoria with a requisition, just 
as soon as the requisition is issued. 

" Taking into consideration the de- 
lays necessarily incident to a proceeding 
of this character, notwithstanding that 
the matter is being pressed with all pos- 
sible diligence and speed, the agent of 
this state will he unable to reach Vic- 
toria before the Kith or 17th of February, i

Policy. 



Development of the Nation's Indus 
trial Life— Supplying: Imperial 
Food Requirements. 



[From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Feb. 1.— Mr. Foster's Budget 
speech yesterday occupied a little over 
two hours in delivery. There was less 
public interest manifested in it than for 
many years past. In the early eighties 
for days previous to the delivery of the 
Budget, Ottawa would be crowded with 
manufacturers and importers from dif- 
ferent parts of Canada, who were anx- 
ious to know, at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, how their businesses were likely 
to be atl'ected by turiir changes. That 
was in the early days of the National 
policy, and when the protective tariff 
had only been in operation for a short 
time. This year no tariff changes were 
expected and consequently there was 
less interest in the Budget Speech. Last 
year the revenue ran behind the expen- 
diture to the amount of $4,153,000. The 
Finance Minister expected this year, by 
a slight re-adjustment of the sugar 
duties, that the equilibrium between 
revenue and expenditure might be re- 
stored, and although live months of 
the current fiscal year have still 
to run, and it is impossible to accurately 
forecast the financial affairs of the 
country, yet Mr. Foster thought he was 
fairly entitled to prognosticate, from the 
results of the past seven months, that 
the revenue and expenditure would be 
about thirty-seven millions, or in other 
words, that they would about balance 
each other. With regard to the deficit 
of last vear he pointed out that of the 
sum of $4,153,000, $2,002,000 

WENT TO THE SINKING FUND, 

so that the net deficit was really only 
$2,151,000. However, taking the deficit 
at the higher figure and adding it to 
that of the previous year, it gave a total 
of $5,304,207 for the two years. Against 
this there had been a remission to the 
people in the past year of taxation on 
the article of sugar alone amounting to 
$5,475,000. In other words, if the gov- 
ernment had not relieved the people of 
the sugar tax, the deficits of two years 
would have been wiped out and a sub- 
stantial surplus left over. Mr. Foster 
reminded the house that for the period 
of hard times and business depression of 
the past five years there was only a 
net deficit of $1,617,932, but during the 
Grit regime the net deficit footed up to 
$5,491,314. The government might 
claim credit for the fact that during the 
past five years, with only this deficit of 
one and a half millions, they had re- 
mitted to the people taxation on sugar 
alone to the amount of 

NINKTEKN AND A HALF MILLIONS. 

Mr. Foster proceeded to explain the in- 
crease in the dent, pointing out that the 
average increase for the past five years 
had been $2,590,214 per annum, but 
during the same period there had been 
expended on public works, such as 
canals, the Intercolonial railway, and 
Canadian Pacific railway, a sum total of 
$16,992,301, which more than offset the 
addition to the debt. He said that the 
interest on the debt paid per head of 
the population was $1.90 in 1878, while 
last year it was $1.83, the burthen being 
less "heavy by just 7 cents per head of 
the population. Then the Finance Min- 
ister referred to a matter which is of the 
greatest interest to the young men of 
the country. Three or four years ago 
if anyone had suggested that all the 
militia, rural as well as city bat- 
talions, should be drilled annually, 
he would have been looked upon 
as lacking in wisdom. G rover Cleve- 
land's jingo message has changed all 
this, and now from one end of the 
■country to the other there has come a 
demand for better arms for the militia, 
and the improvement of the defences of 
the country. The amount which is to 
be spent on these objects will be charged 
to capital account, as it is considered but 
fair that posterity should pay its share 
of the money which is to be expended 
now, but which is to serve for many 
years to come. Mr. Foster disclaimed 
any desire on the part of the govern- 
ment to provoke friction with the United 
States. The interests of the country, 
however, demanded that steps should be 
taken to defend our heritage in this 
country. We havo here, he said, a 
country and institutions which are 
worthy of the sternest and strongest de- 
fence "that can be given to them, and 
government and parliament would not 

BE DOING THEIR DUTY 

to the great trust reposed in them if 
they refused or neglected to place in the 
hands of our citizens adequate means of 
resistance to any armed invasion, were 
it unfortunately to come upon us. He 
believed the people of this country, 
whether French-speaking or Eng- 
lish speaking, had their con- 
victions continually formed, and 
strengthened in the line of what he 
might call the centrifugal force which in 
this country, in Australasia, in all the 
dependencies and colonies of Great Brit- 
ain is tending to marshall the outlying 
dependencies of the Empire around the 
Mother Country— the centre of power 
and light. 

Proceeding, the minister gave some 
interestinir figures of the development of 
the industrial life of the country, men- 
tioning among other matters the won- 
derful progress in mining in British Col- 
umbia. He read a statement showing 
the effect of the tariff reductions of two 
aossions ago, these reductions aggregat- 
ing a million and a half dollars. He 
then spoke of the 17 years record of the 
Conservative administration; how it 
had extended lines of communication 
with the Mother Country, with the West 
Indies, with Australasia, witli China 
and Japan, and how at every turn these 
projects had been opposed by the 
Liberals. He believed when the 
day of reckoning came the coun- 
try would sav that there was 
no reason why the policy of progress and 
development of the last seventeen years

should bo changed. There was no rea- 
son, in his judgment, why the present 
policy of reasonable protection should 
be departed from. He then took up 
the question of Imperial preferential 
trade, and showed the immense pos3i 
bilities that 

TUB EMPIRE HAD WITHIN ITSELF 

to feed itself. He proceeded to give a 
few calculations to emphasize what Can- 
ada could do ill the way of contributing 
towards Imperial food requirements 
Fifty thousand Canadian farmers, with 
one hundred acres each, in wheat, and 
raising 30 bushels to the atire, could an- 
nually produce 150,000,000 bushels for 
export to the Mother Land, and what 
were five millions of acres under culti 
vation compared with the millions of 
good wheat land of Manitoba and the 
Territories which has not yet been 
scratched by the plough? As with 
wheat, so with cattle, horses, pigs, but 
ter and cheese. Canada could furnish 
all that the Mother Land required, and 
with the other outlying portions of the 
Empire contributing their share to the 
common stock, there was no question in 
his mind but that the Empire could 
feed itself. It was simply a 
problem which required time and 
good statesmanship to solve. In 
closing he said: " It is for Canada, it is 
for Australia, it is for the other colonies 
of Great Britain, and Great Britain 
herself — it is for' her to ponder 
seriously and carefully whether or 
not an" arrangement cannot be come 
to which will make the Empire and its 
dependencies sufficient within them- 
selves to feed the Empire, and by doing 
that will add to the force of business, 
and will add to remunerative production 
ill each. And, what is greater and bet- 
ter than all that, sir, it will make the 
outlying dependencies of Great Britain, 
and Britain herself having c -union in 
terest, common trade and common de- 
fence, strong and united to begin that 
race of Imperial rule and Imperial pro- 
gress which I believe is in store for the 
Briton in Canada, the Briton in Austra- 
lasia, the Briton in Asia, the Briton in 
Africa and the Briton in the isles of the 
sea." Mr. Foster's speech will make a 
very strong campaign document, and the 
Conservative members intend distribut- 
ing it far and wide throughout the 
country. 

Since his arrival here Col. Prior, in 
conjunction with Mr. Earle, has em- 
phasized the necessity of providing 

A REVENUE CUTTER 

in British Columbia waters to prevent 
smuggling. The B.C. Board of Trade 
and the Colonist have frequently ad- 
verted to this, the necessity of a vessel 
of this kind, and the prospects are that 
a sum will be placed in the supple- 
mentary estimates to provide for the 
purchase of a good steamer to be used 
jointly for customs and lishery work. 

Mr. Joseph Martin's visit to Victoria 
has led him to believe that he is now a 
British Columbia representative. He 
had a question on the order paper the 
other day about thp removal of the 
wreck of "the steamer San Pedro, which 
your representatives have been urging 
on the covernment for some time. The 
difficulty the government has had in 
taking measured into its own hands was 
thabnhe wreck was hardly considered an 
obstruction to navigation, but now that 
it has been decided to place a lighthouse 
on Brotchie ledge, and the San Pedro is 
blocking the way, the government have 
ordered the owners to remove the wreck 
within a reasonable time, otherwise it 
will be done by the federal authorities 
at the owners' expense.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

To the Editor: — A careful perusal of the 
twenty-fourth annual report of the public 
schools of the province just issued by tin- 
government leaves an impression that the 
compilers have not dealt as fully and 
frankly with the actual cost of education 
as its importance at this time deserves. In 
fact the ordinary reader will, if not cog- 
nizant of other outside facts, form very 
erroneous opinions as to the total cost of 
the public schools. 

We read on page HIS of the. report " that 
the total expenditure by the provincial 
government lor all purposes of education 
during the past year was as follows: 

Education proper $189,6.17 25 

Lands and Works department. . . 1S,IK>3 35 



Total $'.'08,000 00 

And it then goes on to say " that the cost 
ol each pupil based on average actual at- 
tendance was $22.00. 

This statement, while presumably cor- 
rect as to the government expenditure, fails 
to note the large amounts contributed by 
the four cities towards the cost of the edu- 
cation of those pupils included in the num- 
ber on which the estimate of $22.90 is 
based. 

To arrive at the proper and actual cost of 
each pupil the amounts expended by the 
school boards of the cities must certainly 
be taken into account. 

The following shows the actual direct as- 
certainable amounts expended in the edu- 
cation of the 8,610.31 pupils which the re- 
port says arc in actual daily attendance: 
Expended by the provincial 

government $208,000 GO 

Expended by the city of Victoria 
exclusive of the capitation 

grant 35,55-1 25 

Expended by the cities of Van- 
couver, New Westminster and 
Nanairuo, exclusive of the can- '-. 
itation grant (closely approxi- 
mated) 02,650 00 

Total.... $306,204 85 

This large total is certainly well within 
the mark without reckoning other charges 
that cannot readily be ascertained, such as 
the printing, stationary, etc. .obtained from 
the government offices, the interest on 
debts incurred for school lands and build- 
ings and tiie percentage of the general 
running expenses of the government justly 
and properly chargeable to education. 

II" these Items could be readily crystal- 
i/.ed into figures they would probably bring 
up the total cost ot our public schools to 
over $350,000 per annum, or considerably 
more than one third of the gross total 
revenue of the province. 

The 8,010.31 pupils in average actual 
daily attendance cost, as we have seen, the 
sum of $306,204.85 per annum, or $35.56 per 
capita, and just il2.01 per pupil 
more than is given in the report. 
It is not now argued that the $350,000 spent 
annually on our public schools is too much. 
It is only desired that those whose business 
it is to justly and fairly apportion the ex- 
penditure of the country should have their 
attention drawn to these facts. It is for 
them to determine whether the vast and 
varied resources of this great country can 
ever be opened up and developed and pros- 
perity brought within our borders, if the 
sole item of education is allowed to go on 
swallowing so much of our revenue.

The :"C. F. Funk" [Puts Into Sari 
FraneiBco iu Distress— Her Ter- 
rible Experience. 



Departure of the "Hankow'' for 
the Orient— I'ue "Tacoma's" 
Heavy Cargo. 



The Northern Pacific liner Hankow, 
Capt. Orr, reappeared in port yesterday 
morning and sailed on her second voy- 
age to China and Japan at .'i o'clock in 
the afternoon. 1 She carries a full general 
cargo amounting to over 3,000 tons, hav- 
ing received at Victoria a quantity of 
lumber and considerable miscellaneous 
freight. Her saloon passengers are Ben- 
jamin Alexander, C. Shields, Frank 
Brown, Miss Amy Brown and Miss Rose 
Clinch, all missionaries for Shanghai; 
Mr. and Mrs. Isaac Hess and Robert 
Jaffray, for Hongkong; and Mrs. Calder- 
wood. The last mentioned lady em- 
barked at Victoria and goes to Yokoha- 
ma, from whence she proceeds to India 
to engage in missionary work. In addi- 
tion to the above passengers the ship 
carries 25 Japanese and 50 Chinese. On 
th .t steamsmp Tacoma, inward bound, 
there are 50 steerage passengers, 30 .or 
Victoria and L'O for Portland and Sound 
cities. The Tacoma is due here on the 
19th inst., having left Yokohama on the 
4th with a cargo made up as follows: 
1,500 tons for overland points; 1,400 
tons for Portland and Sound cities; 700 
ton3 for San Francisco; 50 tons for Vic- 
toria, and 500 bales of silk. 

THE " C. F. FUNK" STORMBEATEN. 

The barkentine C. F. Funk, bound 
from Departure Bay for Honolulu with a 
cargo of coal, put into San Francisco on 
Wednesday afternoon in distress. The 
Funk left Departure Bay January 27, 
and twenty-four hours later was caught 
in one of the heaviest storms that she 
ever encountered. The ship plunged 
into heavy cross-seas, which swept her 
decks, keeping her constantly under 
water. It was impossible to maintain a 
footing on deck, and Die crew were 
obliged to take to the rigging. On the 
evening of January 81, just as it was 
turning dark, the storm was at its worst. 
The fore and maintopmast went by the 
board, and the crew were compelled to 
work for forty-eight hours without rest 
to clear away the wreckage, repair the 
damage and rig up as much sail as the 
barkentine could carry. The captain 
tinally determined to run for San Fran- 
cisco, which he filially made. 

AN OUTLET FOR FARM PRODUCE. 

On Monday next the Canadian Pacific 
Navigation Co. propose inaugurating a 
weekly steamboat service between this 
city and Sooke, with the object of open- 
ing up, if possible, a trade with that 
section of the country, At present there 
is no regular boat on the route, and in 
fact there never has been one. It is in 
view of developing a business, and not 
altogether of immediate profits, that the 
C.P.N. Co. begin their new enterprise. 
If the trade warrants they will make 
the service more frequent than once a 
week, but the company's present endeavor 
will no doubt lie greatly appreciated by 
the settlers of Sooke. The steamer 
Rainbow is to be placed on the new run 
and will leave the C.P.N, wharf at '.• 
a.m.

The City Conucil Find New Compli- 
cations Confronting: Them as 
They Proceed. 

Further Inquiry Desired — The 
Beaver Lake Contract Defin- 
itely Disposed Of. 



Having been the first cause of last 
evening's special meeting of the city 
council being convened, the Sorby claim 
was given precedence of all other busi- 
ness at that meeting.' The council,, in 
committee of the whole, commenced at 
the beginning— the adoption on April 
10, 1894, by the city council of the fol 
lowing resolution : 

"That in vjpw of the completion in 
the near future of the government build 
ings ami approaches at James Bay, and 
in view of the increasing traffic, a bonus 
not exceeding !f50U be offered for the 
best design for a full width permanent 
way in place of the present James Bay 
bridge, with the view of doing away 
with the present structure, the cost not 
to exceed .f 80 ,000." 

Then one by one the numerous docu- 
ments in the case were taken up, in- 
cluding the reports of the special com- 
mittee appointed to adjudicate on the 
respective merits of the 21 plans sub- 
mitted in competition for the proposed 
permanent roadway over James Bay, 
in which Mr. Sorby's plan was placed 
first in order of merit and Mr. Parr's 
second. There was another report from 
this committee read, in which no refer- 
0naG was made to the objection contain- 
ed in pha first report, that none of the 
plans complied with the terms of the 
competition as to price limit, but which 
recommended that Mr. Sorby be paid 
$350 and Mr. Parr i?150. There was, 
too, a report from the special commit- 
tee of the council oi 1895, com- 
posed of Aid. Humphrey, Hall and 

MoLellan, finding that none ot tiig piss; 

complied with all the requirements of 
the competition and that in consequence 
neither Mr. Sorby nor any other com- 
petitor was entitled to receive the pre- 
mium offered. This report was the last 
eshibit on file with the exception of a 
number of letters from Mr. Sorby urg- 
ing that his design could be executed 
for $80,000 or less, and that therefore in 
simple justice the amount of the 
premium should be no longer withheld 
by the council. 

Ald. Humphrey could not understand 
how the report from the special commit- 
tee recommending the payment of the 
premiums came to be signed. It di- 
rectly contradicted the previous report 
of tlie same committee and also the 
piofessional opinion of the city engineer 
as to cost — though, strangest thing of 
all, Mr. Wilmot was a signer of the sec- 
ond report as well as the first. Mr. Wil- 
mot had told him distinctly that the 
work could not be completed for $SO,000 
or anything like that amount; Judge 
Drake, too, had decided, and he (Aid. 
Humphrey) believed, that Mr. Sorby 
had no claim for payment. 

Ald. Partridge thought that the 
present case was exactly parallel with 
that of the waterworks contract, and he 
held that those of the board who had 
favored Mr. Haggerty getting the water- 
works contract could not but vote for 
Mr. Sorby receiving the amount of his 
claim, inasmuch as Mr. Haggerty had 
offered to furnish bonds unci complete 
the work for ^80,000. 

A i.D. Humphrey could not understand 
how the report advising payment had its 
origin ; that report had never been pre- 
sented to the council. 

Mr. Wilmot, the citv engineer, on be- 
ing asked to explain his position did so 
at some length. He did not think the 
work could be completed for $80,000, but 
he was of the opinion that the plan was 
worth $.'550 to the city, and with the 
other members of the committee had 
therefore suggested the payment of this 
amount to Mr. Sorby. He was 
not prepared to say why Mr. Jus- 
tice Drake had decided that Mr. 
Sorby was not entitled to payment

reports of the committee very easily — 
they found that the plans could not be 
executed for $SO,000, but thev recom- 
mended the purchase of the plan of Mr. 
Sorby because they considered it worth

Ald. Macmillan referred to the im- 
perfect data which architects had been 
supplied with in this matter, and held 
that contractors' estimates were not of 
value in tho present instance. He 
thought that two courses were open to 
the council at the present time, and two 
only— either to have an arbitration on 
the cost of the proposed work or to ac- 
cept the suggestion of the engineer and 
pay for the plans as wotrh $350 to the 
city. Personally he favored the latter 
proposition. 

Ald. Marchant wanted further in- 
formation, and first of all besought the 
clerk to know if the second report of the 
special committee had at any time been 
read to the council. 

" I have no information to give the 
council on the subject," was Mr. Dow- 
ler's response. 

Ald. Marohant pressed his inquiry, 
and on being asked by the Mayor, Mr. 
Dowler explained that tiie committee's 
report had never been presented to the 
council. 

Ald. Pautkhm;e, after further general 
discussion had taken place, announced 
that he would vote for the payment of 
the claim, as he considered the amount 
of the premium to have been legitimately 
earned, while 

Ald. Wilson announced that he was 
of the same opinion now as last year 
when he voted against the claim; he 
had before him the report of the special 
committee saying that no competitor 
had complied with the conditions of the 
competition, and he therefore would 
vote to support this report. 

Ald. Cameron saw a new complica- 
tion in the tangle. The city engineer 
had stated that some of the competitors 
had complied with the price conditions 
of the competition, although Mr. Sorbv's 
plans and those of Mr. Parr were better 
plane. This being the fact he held that 
some of the competitors who had com- 
plied with the conditions, and not 
Mr. Sorby and Mr. Parr were entitled to 
the first and second premiums. 

Ald. Glover looked at the matter in 
much the same light as Aid. Cameron. 
He believed, in view of all the circum- 
stances, that Mr, Sorby and Mr. P.irr 
were respectively entitled to first and 
second premiums, and that they should 
be paid. 

Ald. Tiap.ks thought that justice could 
only be done by the immediate payment 
to Mr. Sorby and Mr. Parr of the amounts 
of first and second premiums, and he 
moved accordingly. 

Ald. Williams directed attention to 
the minutes of April 2, 1804, and pointed 
out that the motion of the council of 
that date had not been carried out by 
Mr. Sorby. The motion called for plans 
for a bridge the full width of Govern- 
ment street, while Mr. Sorby's plans 
were only for a 40-foot bridge. The 
alderman did not wish to reflect in any 
way on Mr. Sorby's plans, but the mode 
in which the matter was arranged. 

Half an hour's further debate brought 
a no clearer understanding of the case, 
although the intervening time had pro- 
duced three separate motions, with a 
fourth offered by Aid. Wilson and a fifth 
by Aid. Glover, "that the committee 
rise and report progress." The motion 
for the adjournment was finally chosen, 
the next sitting of the committee to be 
on Monday next. 

THE BEAVER LAKE CONTRACT. 

Under authority of Section 22 of the 
Municipal Act of 1802, His Worship the 
Mayor returned to the council the fol- 
lowing resolution, passed on the 3rd 
inst., recommending its reconsideration 
and amendment: "That Mr. .Torgen- 
sen's report be adopted by this board 
and the extension be granted the con- 
tractors." 

" On the 27th January," said (he Mayor 
in his note to the alderinanic board, "the 
undersigned reported that Mr. Jorgensen, 
the engineer appointed by the council to 
supervise the carrying out of" the contract 
entered into by Messrs. Walkley, King A 
Casey for the construction of certain works 
at Beaver lake in connection with the 
waterworks system of the city, had in De- 
cember lS!l r >, under the power contained in 
the contract granted the contractors an ex- 
tension of time for completion, without 
defining its period; that the or- 
iginal period for the completion of 
the work, irrespective of that exten- 
sion, expired on the 25tli ult., and that 
the 32nd section of the contract imposed a 
penalty upon the contractors of $100 per 
diem as liquidated damages for failure to 
complete the work within the time limited 
or the further period of extension; that the 
engineer advised that the extension grant- 
ed he defined by the Council authorizing 
him to name the limit as 81st March, 1896; 
that it be made without prejudice to the 
exercise by the corporation or himself of 
the powers given by the contract, the con- 
tractors agreeing to undertake to have the 
works completed by the date speci- 
fied and to accept the extension in 
full of all claims in that respect to date; 
and that on the 27th ult. the council re- 
quested an inquiry to be instituted as to 
whether clause 28 of the specifications had 
been carried out, which resulted in showing 
that the conditions contained in that sec- 
tion of the contract had not been adhered 
to; and that on the 31st ult. the engineer 
issued to to the contractors a certificate for 
the sixth payment on the work, which 
is so far unpaid' It is therefore suggested 
that the resolution of the 3rd instant be so 
amended as to state: 

"1. Whether it is desired to define the ex- 
tension granted by the engineer as termina- 
ting on the 31st of March, 1806, and the 
conditions attachable thereto should con- 
sist of the recommendation by t lie engineer 
or any additional ones desired by the 
council. 

"2. Whether in future the contractors 
are to comply with the 28th section of the 
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specifications as to the employment of 
labor or not. 

"3. Whether the contractors should not 
agree to recoup the corporation for the ad- 
ditional expenditure during the period of 
extension in connection with the employ- 
ment of the clerk of the works. 

"4. That the council authorize the pay- 
ment ot the sixth certificate at once." 

Ald. Glover briefly explained that 
he had come prepared for the considera- 
tion of the subject opened up by the 
Mayor's communication, which he 
thought would be found to be fully 
covered in the following resolution which 
he introduced, seconded by Aid. Hum- 
ph rev : 

" To strike out all the words after 'That ' 
in the resolution returned to the council 
and insert in lieu thereof, ' The council 
hereby authorizes the payment to Messrs. 
Walkeley, King it Casey of the sixth certi- 
ficate at once ; that the extension of time 
granted by the engineer in December, 1895, 
for completion of the work be defined as 
terminating on the Hist March, 1898, the 
contractors agreeing to undertake to com- 
plete the work by the date specified and to 
accept this extension in full of all 
elaims to date; that the contractors 
be notified that they must comply in 
future with the 28th section of the specifi- 
cation and that thev are required to allow 
all workmen employed in the work to 
board and lodge where they please, that 
the workingmen of this city In- informed to 
that, effect by notice to be published at the 
contractors' expense in the daily papers, 
provided that if it is then found that suffi- 
cient men cannot be procured to carry on 
the works successfully (he Mayor and 
Water Commissioner, after satisfying them- 
selves that such is the case, shall give the 
contractors permission to procure labor from 
any available source (Chinese and.lapane.se 
excepted), but the contractors shall at all 
times givoiprel'erence to residents of this 
city; that" he contractors agree to recoup 
the corporation for the additional expendi- 
ture during the period of extension in con- 
nection with the employment of the clerk 
of the works, provided that the contractors 
he not charged with his wages during such 
time, if any, as the work may be delayed 
by inclement weather— the engineer in 
charge to be sole judge as to what 
allowance (if any) shall be made on that 
account. The said extension and these 
concessions on the part of the corporation 
are granted without prejudice to the exer- 
cise by the corporation or the engineer in 
charge of the powers given them by the 
contract. The contractors to signify their 
consent lo and acceptance of these terms 
by signing a copy ot this resolution." 

In amendment, Aid. Macmillan moved 
with Aid. Williams as seconder, that the 
report from the Mayor be taken into 
consideration clause by clause. 

On being urged to withdraw his 
amendment, Aid. Macmillan did so, and 
the vote upon Aid. Glover's resolution 
was called. Aid. Macmillan then intro- 
duced an amendment to the first 
section of Aid. Glover's resolution, 
which was voted down. The reso- 
lution was then disposed of, being 
adopted on a 7 to 2 vote, the names of 
Aid. Macmillan and Williams alone be- 
ing recorded in the negative. 

The resolution providing that the city 
purchasing agent be instructed to call 
for tenders for fodder for the tire depart- 
ment horses was adopted withoutdebate, 
and the council adjourned soon after 
eleven.
